Provided always, and he it Enacted, That nothing herein contained 
shall extend to any payment by an}' such tenant or occupier, under 
any Assessment for the levying of any fine or penalty imposed on any 
towiiland, parish or place, by any Presentment of any Grand .Jury or 
otherwise, at any Assizes, for any ofl’ence against any Act or Acts in 
force for the suppression of illicit distillation, or under any Assessment 
for the levying of any fine or penalty for any oflence against any Act 
or Acts, by authority whereof any fine penalty or forfeiture may be 
imposed on and levied oil' any townland, parish or jilace in Ireland. 
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
